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ment having at length agreed to the en- 
tire and definitive Abolition of this com- 
merce, it may be hoped that this refuge 
for those who are occupied in it may 
speedily be taken away. 

In the Isle of France, the Directors 
trust that the Slave Trade will, in future, 
be very materially checked, if not en- 
tirely eradicated, by a Registration of 
the Slaves which has been lately adopt- 
ed there, under an Order in Council si- 
milar to that now in force in the Island 
of Trinidad. 

Auxiliary Abolition Societies Suggested. 

The Dirzctors have good authority 
for believing that a Slave Trade is sull 
carried on, to no inconsiderable extent, 
| in the Eastern Seas. Tocheck at least, 
if it be not at present possible to put an 
end to, this Slave Trade, has been the 
| anxious wish of the Board, But they 
| have found considerable difficulty in de- 
vising measures calculated to effect this 
| most desirable purpose. Insulated in- 
| dividuals (it has becn well ebserved by 
| 





a very intelligent and respectable cor- 
respondent, resident in the East, whose 
attention has been particularly drawn to 
this subject by his ardent desire to pro- 
mote the -objects of the Institution,) 
| however zealous they may be in favor of 
_ the Abolition, bave not the means which 
| numerous societies, established in diffe- 
|-rent parts of Asia, would have to enforce 
| the laws against Slave Traders: he is, 
therefore, disposed to recommend the 
establishment of Auxiliary Societies 
throughout Asia, as likely to be attend- 
|-ed with very beneficial consequences, in 
| forwarding there the objects of the In- 
| stitution. 

This information and suggestion have 
| but dately been received, and are now 

under the consideration of the Directors, 

who are anxious to adopt some plan cai- 
' culated to meet the exigencics of the 
| case in its various ramifications. 
Object and Necessity of the Slave-Re- 
gistry Bill. 

The Subscribers have been already 
informed that a Bill for the Registration 
, of Slaves in the British Colonics was 
| brought into Parliament at the close of 
the last Session, by Mr. Wilberforce ; 
and having been read a first time, the 
| farther consideration of it was deferred, 
by mutual consent, ull the ensuing 
| Session. 

The interval has been employed by 
| the West-Indian Interest, in preparing 
an active opposition to the measure ; 
and great pains have been taken to im- 
| press the minds of Members of Parlia-

' Directors should enter, in the present

Ships has greatly added to those facili- 
| ties of smuggling, which the West-ln- 
| dians themselves always assertcd to exist. 
| And when it is farther considered that 
| Spanish Slave Ships, passing from the 
| Coast of Africa to Porto Rico and Cuba, 
may sail along the very margin of most 
| of our Colonies, it seems to be impossi- 
| ble to prevent the illicit introduction of 
| Slaves into these Colonies, except by a 
law which shall render the Slaves, when 
so introduced,of no value to the importer. 
Surely, when these circumstances are 
duly weighed, when the nature of the 
commodity also is considered, and when 
| the misery which such a trade must pro- 
| duce in Africa and the West Indies, and 
| also during the Middle Passage, is con- 
templated, it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that Parliament should adopt some 
| safe, practicable, and efficient means of 
| prevention : and the opponents of the 
measure may be challanged to name any 
cxpedient to that end, which is equally 
safe, practicable, and efficient, with the

An infraction of the Statute 51st Geo. 
III. cap 23, (nommonly called the Slave 
Trade Felony Act,) occurred some time 
ago in the Island of St. Christopher. In 
consequence of information given to the 
Solicitor-general of that island, a Mr. 
Higgins was prosecuted under that Act 
of Parliament, for having imported a 
Slave from the island of St. Bartholo- 
mew. ‘The fact of the illegal importa- 
tion was not only clearly established by 
the evidence, but even admitted by the 
counsel for the prisoner; yet the Jury 
brought in a verdict of acquittal, with 
little or no hesitation: The only defince 
attempted to be set up was one whioh, 
if satisfactorily established, might per- 
haps have furnished some grounds for 
an application, after conviction, for the 
interposition of the Royal Mercy, but 
was manifestly no legal answer tothe 
charge. For this defence consisted, not 


to shew that it was done from motives of 
humanity, and at the express request of 
the boy. This does not appear to have 
been the case ; and the circumstance of 
avery material witness, from St. Bar- 
tholomew, being present at the trial, and 
not being examined on the part of the 
prisoner, warrants the belicf that the 
boy’s uniform denial of having solicited 
Higgins at the sale to purchase him was 
true. Had it been otherwise, that witness 
could have fully proved its falsity ; as,

His Character as a Minister. 

The grace of God, which we have 
sten so ilidstriously endowing our Eliot, 
disposed him to the sacred employment 
wherein he spent about sixty of his years. 
To this work he applied himself wholly; 
and undertook it, I believe (says Dr. 
Mather,) with as right thoughts con- 
cerning it, and as yood ends in it, as ever 
actuated the mind of man. 

He had that good measure of LEARN- 
ING, which was needful to his rightly di- 
viding the word of truth. He was a very 
acute grammarian ; and understood well 


the languages in which God first wrote | 


his Holy Bible. He had a sharp insight

which he bestowed upon a carnal spirit 
and life in professors of religion. There 
was evermore much of Christ in his | 
preaching ; and, with St. Paul he could 
says J determined not t6 know any thing 
among you, save Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified : from this inclination it was, 
that, though he printed scveral books, 
yet bis heart seemed not so much in any 
of them, as in that serious and savory

His Character, as an Evangelist to 

the American Indians. 

The titles of a Christian and of a 
Minister (says Dr. Mather) haye ren- 
dered our Eliot considerable : but there 
is one memorable title more, by which 
he has been signalized. An honorable 
person did once in print put the name of 
aD EVANGELIST upon him; whereupon, 
in a letter of his to that person, after- 
ward printed, his expressions were, 
“ There is a redundancy when you put 
the tile of Evangelist upon me. I do 








your ministry ! 
preaching, but that which bad been well 
studied for; and he would very much 
commend a sermon, which he could per- 
ceive required some good thinking and 
reading inthe preacher. And yet he 
looked for something in a sermon beyond 
the mere study of man: he was for 
preaching from those impressions and 
wiih those affections, which might com- 
pel the hearers to acknowledge therein 
the gracious influence of the Holy Spirit. 

He was very laborious in the caTE- 
CHISING OF CHILDREN: he kept up that 
great ordinance, both publicly and pri- 
vately ; and spent therein a world of 
time. It would hardly be credited, if I 
should relate what pains he took to keep 
up the blessed echoes of truth between 
himself and the young people of his con- 
gregation ; and what prudence he used 
in suiting his Catechisms to the age and 
strength of his little charge. He com- 
posed various Catcchisms, which were 
more particularly designed to guard his 
own people against such errors as might 
threaten any peculiar danger. And the 
success of this labor was in proportion 
to the indefatigable industry with which 
he prosecuted it: for it is a well-princi- 
pled people whom he has left behind 
him. As when certain Jesuits were sent 
among the Waldenses to corrupt their 
children, they returned with disappoint- 
ment and confusion, because the chil- 
dren of seven years old were well in- 
structed enough to encounter the most 
learned of them all; so, if any seducers 
were ict loose as wolves among the good 
people of Roxbury, they would find, I 
am confident, as little prey in that well- 
instructed place as in any part of all the 
country. 

His regard to the welfare of the chil- 
dren under his charge was further mani- 
fested, in his perpetual resolution and 
activity to support a good schwol im the 
town.. A Grammar'school he would al- 
ways have upon.the place, whatever it 
cost him; end he importuned all other 
places to have the like. God so blessed 
his endeavors, that Roxbury could not 
live quietly without afree-school in the 
town ; and the issue of it has been, that 





Roxbury has afforded more scholars, 


beseech you to suppress all such things. 
Let us speak, and do, and carry all things 
with all humility. It is the Lord who 
hath done what is done; and it is most 


lift up Christ, and ourselves lie low. I 
wish that word could be oblitera- 
ted.” My reader sees what a caution 
Mr Eliot long since entered against our 
giving him the title of an Evangelist : 
but his death has now made it safe, as 
his life had long made it just, for us to 
acknowledge him under such a title. I 
know not whether that of an Evangelist, 
or one separated for the employment of 
preaching the Gospel in places where 
no Churches have hitherto been gather 
ed, be not an office that should be cons 
tinued in our days; but this I know, 
that our Eliet very notably did the ser- 
vice and work of such an officer. 

We shall now trace, as fully as our li- 
mits will. allow, the rise and advance- 
ment of this great work, and witness the 
spirit and the jabors by which Mr. Eliot 
acquired his honorable distinctions. 

More than twénty years had passed 
from the first landing of the settlers in 
New-England, before they seriously 
turned their attention to the conversion 
of the natives. ‘The difficulties insepa- 

erable from their attempt to establish 
themselves in a wild country, where the 
inhabitants were frequently hostile, had 
fully engaged their cares. Inthe year 
1646, however, the General Court of 
Massachusetts Colony passed an Act for 
the encouragement of attempts to win 
over the natives to the Faith of Christ. 

Mr. Eliot entered most readily into 

these views. In preparation for the un- 


| dertaking, he had been for Some time 


studying the Indian Language, with the 
assistance of a young native who could 
speak English. This language pre- 
sented obstacles of an unusual kind ; the 
enormous length of many of its words, 
the consequent slow communication of 
ideas, the harshness of the pronuncia- 
tion, and its little affinity with the Euro- 
pean tongues, would have discouraged 
any but a most determined student. Our 
readers will stand aghast at a few in- 
stances. The words “our lusts” are 
expressed in Indian by a word of thirty- 
two letters— 
Nummatchekodtantamoonganunnonash, 
But this is still outdone by the word 
Kummogdokonattoottummooctiteaongan- 
nunnonash, where forty-three letters 
are employed toexpress “our question!” 
But the heart of this good man was 
moved with compassion toward the for- 
lorn heathen among whom he lived, and 
enflamed with true zeal for the glory of 
his Heavenly Master. By assiduous la- 
bor he surmounted the difficulties of this 
strange language; and was able, in the 
course of a few montis, to speak it in- 
telligibly : after some time, by unweari- 
ed industry, he ‘became so complete a 
master of it, that he reduced it to meth- 
od, and published a grammar. . Having 
finished his grammar, he wrote at the 
close, under a fall sense of the difficul- 
ties which he had encountered, “ Pray- 
ers and pains, through faith in Christ 
Jesus, will do any thing !” It is tobe 
hoped that other Missionaries will 
stimulated to exertion by this noble ex-

greater dainty, than a spoonful of parch- 
ed meal with a spoonful of water, which 
will strengthen them to travel for a day 
together. Their physic, excepting a 
few odd specifics with which seme of 
them encounter certain cases, is scarce- 
ly any thing beyond a Hot-house, or a 
Powaw ; their Hot-house is a little cave, 
where, after they have terribly heated it, 
a crew of them go and sit and sweat and 
smoke for an hour together,and then im- 
mediately run into some very cold adja- 
cent brook, without the least mischief to 
them: but, in most of their dangerous 
distempers, a Powaw must be sent for,

The Rev. Dr. Nathaniel. Porter, ap- 
pointed the last year toa mission of two 
months at Alfred, Limerick and the vi- 
cinity, performed the service assigned 
him. He commenced his labors at Al- 
fred, where he was kindly received, and 
where, but for the shortness of the term 
of his mission, acollection would have 
been made, as formerly, for the society. 
Not finding a disposition in the people to 
attend lectures on weck days, Dr. Por- 
ter spent his time in visiting them. in 
their houses, in some of which he had 
the satisfaction to fiud, “the worship of 
God is attended, the Scriptures are read, 
and the morning and evening sacrifice 
is offered; and children appear to -be 
training up in the nurture and. admo- 
nition of the Lord.” From Alfred he 
proceeded to Limerick, where he “ was 
welcomed with apparent cordiality.”— 
Here he spent his time on week days as 
at the former place, and for the same 
reason. “ ] visited,” he observes, “ and 
conversed with them, both parents and 
children, answering their questions, and. 
as well as I could,resolving their doubts. 
In these visits I have reason to think I 
was instrumental in confirming some 
wavering minds, and leaving others un- 
der serious and hopeful impressions.—

thanks was passed to this Society for its 
liberality ; and a vote, inviting Mr. Piper 
to. continue two months with them at 
their charge. : 

Mr. Robert Cochran, appointed the 
last year to a mission of two months, 
commenced it at Palermo, where were a 
few persons who had been members of a 
presbyterjan church, but had not for a 
long time heard a minister of théir per- 
suasion. He “ found a respectable au- 
dience there ;” and advised the friends 
of religious order to make exertions to- 
wards obtaining assistance for them- 
selves. They promised to do what 
they were able.” He next preached at 
Montville, where were a few professed 
Christians. Here a woman gave hima 
dojlar fur the translation of the Bible 
ia the Avabian language.” He took with 
him for Montville sonie of the books that 
were sent to him from the Society, for- 
meda library, and appointed a librarian 
to (ake charge of them, to sec that they 
were lent and returned to him ina given 
time, “ becauseMontville and Freedom, 
both, now receive benefit from them, and 
in proper time, a more useful one may 
grow out of the present.”

ton. The society having appointed Mr. 
Cochran to a further mission of ,wo 
months, should the funds admit; his 
commission was extended to that term 
He preached at Montville, Belmont, Da- 
viston, Palermo, &c. He found atMont- 
ville, that “they had increased their 
books ;” and, believing that such a dis- 
position of them as he had made, is con- 
ducive to an accumulation, and to care 
in the preservation of them, he begs 
of the society, in behalf of some people 
in Mountville, a few relizious books, still 
to increase their library.” 

Mr. Josiah Peet, at the very time of 
receiving a commission from the society, 
in 1814, asa missionary forthe vicinity 
of Norridgewock, was presented witha 
call from the town of Norridgewock to 
settle with them in the gospel ministry ; 
with the offer of two fifths of his support 
from the town, and liberty to employ the 
remainder of his time, beyond what they 
might thus claim,in doing missionary 
service inthe vicinity. Encouraged by 
the Maine Missionary Society-and by 
this appointment from ours, he conclu- 
ded to accept the call, and to enter im- 
mediately on his mission. This he-com- 
menced at Litchficld. “ Here was a 
small church in a divided town, unable 
to procure a supply, and desiring the 
privilege of acommunion.” Not being 
authorised to administer the ordinance, 
he went to Haliowell, where he preach- 
ed three times for Rev. Mr..Gillet, who 
preached three times in Litchfield, and 
administered the Lord’s Supper. He

The Spelling- 
books he gave for the use of a school in 
No. 4, supported partly by a donation 
from a Female Society in, Boston, and 
partly by the inhabitants. He employed 
ap instructress, and gave the books to 
Ler in trust. He afterwards “visited 
the place, found the schvol flourishing,” 
and judged it would be “productive of 
much good.” ‘The bound books he gen- 
erally placed in small religious likrarics. 
Finding. the books which missionaries 
had left with individuals were not im- 
proved to the best advantage, he colicct- 
ed them together, and, adding more to 
them, formed them into libraries under 
certain regulations. One of these libra- 
ries is formed in Norridgewock, one in 
Madison, and.one in Solon. “ Three or 
four others,” he observed, “I expect 
soon to form, of which your books will 
compose a part, being already deposited 
in those places. The tracts I have dis- 
tributed promiscuously.” Referring to 
his settlement in the ministry at-Nor- 
ridgewock, he observes, “ should any 
good result from this establishment,your 
society will have the satisfaction to re- 
flect, that they have been materially in- 
strumental in promoting it. As your 
commission reached me the day I re- 
ceived my call from this people, without 
this seasonable aid I know pot that I 
should have seen my way clear to have 
complied with the request. I hope you 
will not desert the object you have been 
thus instrumental of effecting.”

An extract from a letter, written by a compa- 
nion of Capt AvustiN in hie excursion up the 
Euphrates andTigris,to a friend in Boston,da- 
ted February 7, 1817. 

“itis 700 miles from the Persian Gulf to 
Bagdad, and 600 from Bassora. Our journey 
was principally in boats, but during the four 
last days, it was on miserable horses over a 
desert covered with ruins. The palace of 
Ctesiphon, called Tauk Kasar, or Kassarah,the 
Arch of Kasar,is about twenty miles south-ast 
of Bagdad, Neither the Turks nor the Arabs 
know any thing satisfactorily concerning it.— 
They are ata loss to determine whether 
it was a religious temple, or a royal palace.— 
The length of the east face, by an exact mea- 
surement, is 300 feet. In the centre is an arch 
85 feet broad, and 106 feet high. The arched 
room is 150 feet long from eastto west. The 
niches in front resemble those of old English 
abbies. The pillars are defaced, and the 
walls on the west are much injured. The tra- 
dition among the Turks is, that Tauk Kasar 
wes built by a son of Shiiewan, who was King 
of the country, and resuied here. 

* About a mile eastward of the Arch is an 
ancient mud wall, three sides of a square, 
looking east, west avd north ; the river being 
on the south. The wall is about 40 feet high, 
30 feet thick, and each sice a mile in length. 
This was probably a citadel for the protection 
of the ancient town. From tte ruins in this 
vicinity many Persian coins have been taken. 

“ A quarter of a mile from Tauk Kasar is | 
the Tomb of Solyman Park who was the bar- | 
ber of Mahomet, and whose memory is greatly | 
revered by his countrymen He wasa_ favo. 
rite of the Prophet, lived to sn acy anced age, 
and was considered as a man of exirsordimary | 
piety. We passed through a handsome porch, | 
and found a jarge square court, surrounded 
with small clean rooms or cells, made to lodge 
those who come to pray. They gave us a wel- 
come reception in a neat apartment, where we 
were treated with hospitality, and spent a com- 
fortable night. 

“ The Tower of Babel, which I visited the 
9th of last March, is about thirteen miles, in 
nearly a north-east direction from Bagdad— 
The height of the ruin is 126 feet, the largest

him to proceed, which they refused. 

He then teld them, that if they doubted the 
fulhilment of his promise, they might conceal 
him m some seeret plece, and keep him there 
until they couli send to New-York ; and re. 
ceive their reward. And this deponent ex- 
pressly declares that every offer made hy Maj. 
Andre to them, was promptly and readluiely 
refused. And for himself he solemnly declares 
that he hed not, and he does most sincercly 
believerthat Pauiding and Willi:ms had not 
any intention of plundering their prisoner , 
nur did they confer with each other, ur even
